said. 
She cited leng thy and complicated 
application forms and a req u irement 
that recipients b e recertified ev ery 30 
day s as m ajor prob lems with food 
stamps. 
Bau der made similar complaints. 
He said simplification of food stamp 
elig ib ility req u irements wou ld permit 
easier administration of the prog ram 
and lessen the possib ilities for frau d.

From the watchtower of the former 
ARVN b ase here, y ou can see ab ou t 600 
b u rned ou t v ehicles in ju st one of the 
g rou ps of ab andoned eq u ipm ent 
scattered for miles along the estu ary 
and along the lateral hig hway con­ 
necting Hu e with Tan My Harb or 


leading to the Sou th China Sea. 
Former driv ers and mechanics of

Gov ernment army officers’ su per­ 
v ision in g etting tank s, armored cars, 
tru ck s and other v ehicles ru nning 
ag ain. 
Look ing down the open tu rrets of 
fou r United States-made M4 8 tank s, 
ab andoned on the edg e of the hig hway , 
y ou can see a dozen or more rou nds of 
105 mm howitzer shells su rrou nding the 
g u nner’s position in each tank . Off in a 
field, a repair crew has ju st started u p 
the eng ine of one salv ag ed M4 8 to hau l 
two other M4 8s to the hig hway for 
fu rther repairs. 
Some captu red M4 8s still hav e 
“United States Army ” painted in white 
on the b ody of the tank ab ov e the 
track s. The dirt shou lders of the hig h­ 
way are cov ered in parts with b elts of

A rev olu tionary army officer at the 
captu red su pply b ase said that of a 
total of 3,000 ARVN military v ehicles 
left along the estu ary , more than 200 
were su nk , most of them self-propelled 
g u ns and armored cars. He added that 
60 of the M4 8 tank s which fell into his 
arm y ’s hands hav e since b een g iv en a 
clean u p and sent sou th with the 
National lib eration Forces. 
He said six self-propelled 17 5 mm 
long -rang e artillery pieces were in 
b ooty here. He said fou r are now in 
comb at condition and with lib eration 
forces in the Sou th. 
Driv ing to Hu e ov er Hai Van (Sea 
Clou d) Pass from Da Nang , this 
correspondent noted that heav y sou th­ 
b ou nd military traffic was a for­ 
midab le ob stacle for most of the 60 
miles on Hig hway One. Interspersed 
with Sov iet made arm or were oc­ 


casional tank s from the ARVN’s b ig 
American stores. 
In military tru ck conv oy s there was 
a u niq u e mix of Sov iet, Chinese and 
American v ehicles. 
It was an eerie feeling to walk on 
g rou nd where the ARVN made a 
desperate concentration March 23 for 
a Vietnamese Du nk irk . That was three 
day s b efore Hu e, once Vietnam’s

capital,

rev olu tionary forces. Lots of eq u ip­ 
ment was b u rned b y retreating ARVN 
sob ers. Bu t a considerab le amou nt 
was not. 
Walk ing across the former area b ase 
pack ed with b lack ened hu lk s of 
A m erican-m ade arm or, y ou step 
carefu lly . The concrete pav ing is 
littered with ammu nition, rock ets, 
g renades, some of it still liv e. 
A fire eng ine is b u rned ou t b u t its fire 
hose nozzles of stainless steel g listen 
b rig htly . Ty pewriters, portab le radio 
transm itters, cans of tu rk ey loaf 
rations, b ay onets, steel helmets, g as 
mask s, mess k its, filing cab inets, 
shov els, machineg u ns, motorcy cles, 
and ev en a telev ision set lie in the 
ashes.

Hu e itself, thou sands of acres of rice 
are b eing harv ested.

He said he was a driv er in a u nit of 
the ARVN eng ineers for eig ht y ears, 
had b een inv olv ed in a traffic accident 
with an army tru ck and was pu t in jail 
for it. He was in jail when the 
lib eration forces arriv ed in Hu e and 
lib erated him, he said. 
The lib eration forces let him g o 
home to b ecome a farm er ag ain. The 
fact that he and others eng ag ed in the 
harv est were in military tu nics and 
shorts did not mean they were in any 
armed forces now, he said. It was, he 
added, b ecau se these clothes were the 
cheapest they cou ld b u y . 
He said the land on which his team 
was work ing b elong ed commu nally to 
his v illag e. 


Stang g oes arou nd the state in­ 
specting orchards and talk ing with 
commercial g rowers. 
He said that apples, Ohio’s principal 
fru it crop, appeared lik ely to ex ceed 
last y ear’s ou tpu t of 135 million pou nds 
b y as mu ch as 15 per cent. 
“ And for peaches, we cou ld g et u p to 
28 million pou nds this y ear,” he said. 
“That’s dou b le the crop in 197 4 .” 
Stang said Ohio produ ced $19.9 
million worth of fru it in 197 4 , chiefly 
apples, peaches, g rapes, cherries, 
strawb erries and plu ms. 
“ Bu t it’s b een a long time since 
we’v e had a fu ll crop,” he said. “Last 
y ear’s peach ou tpu t, for instance, was 
only onethird of the crop.” 
He said that in past y ears fru it 
g row ers hav e b een plag u ed b y 
prem atu re warm periods that cau sed 
trees to b loom early . These were 
followed b y frosts which destroy ed the 
b lossoms, resu lting in late or de­ 
creased crop produ ction. 
Bu t Stang warned ag ainst cou nting 
the crop b efore it was harv ested. 
“There’s still a potential dang er 
from frost,” he said. “ Any ex tended 
period with tem peratu res at 32 deg rees 
or lower cou ld k ill the b lossoms.” 


He said the major fru it-g rowing 
reg ions in Ohio are in the north, east 
and central portions.

This 
can cau se problems for certain pond 
u ses. 
Third, the principle sou rce of water 


u su ally ru noff, spring, or pu mped 
water (from a tile or ditch) — will 
determine the water qu ality and, in the 
case of springs, temperatu re. 
If the pu rpose of the pond is 
recreation, wildlife and aesthetics, 
most chemicals recommended for 
management can be u sed, according to 
Stockdale, and the pond can be 
managed for max imu m recreational 
potential. Howev er, if the water is 
being u sed in the hou sehold or for 
irrigation or similar u ses, the owner 
may hav e to settle for something less 
than the best recreational practices. 
Once as to the main u se for the pond 
has been made, management can 
begin. Howev er, as soon as any 
chem icals

Pond management, then, starts wltn 
pu rpose and continu es with practices 
tailored to achiev e that pu rpose.

Landowners interested in con­ 
stru cting ponds can get technical help 
from local Soil Conserv ation Serv ice 
district conserv ationists. SCS recently 
reported that its personnel hav e helped 
to plan nearly 28,000 ponds in Ohio, 67 6 
of them in 197 4.

It’s only natu ral that plant lov ers 
want the most healthy plants in their 
landscapes and gardens, and at the 
least ex pense in management. Bu t 
diseases do take their toll, say s 
Charles C. Powell, Jr., Ex tension 
Plant Pathologist at The Ohio State 
Univ ersity . Also, it is natu ral to want 
to control these diseases, ev en at the 
ex pense of u sing fu ngicides, he say s. 
Bu t Powell insists that control of 
plant diseases by means other than 
chemical is possible. In ex plaining how 
diseases become present in y ou r 
landscape and gardens, he say s 
disease resu lts from coincidence of a 
host 
(plant), a pathogen 
(micro­ 
organism or v iru s that can cau se 
disease), and an inv ironment that 
fav ors interaction of the host and 
pathogen. Remov e any of these three 
elem ents and y ou control plant 
disease. 
For ex ample, remov e the host plant. 
If 
it 
is 
non-resistant 
to 
disease 
pathogens, remov e it or don’t plant it. 
Plant a resistant cu ltiv ar (v ariety ). 
Remov e the env ironment. Plants 
growing u nder optimu m env ironments 
will be less apt to su ccu mb to plant 
disease. Recognize the element of 
stress in the env ironment and correct 
it. An ex ample is poor drainage that 
resu lts in root rots. Others are lack of 
fertilizer, wrong pH lev el of the soil, 
winter inju ry , mower inju ry . 
Remov e the pathogen. On ex isting 
plants, pru ne adequ ately in winter and 
protect the wou nds. Canker diseases 
can be remov ed and the wou nd 
properly dressed to prev ent reoc- 
cu rance or spread. 
If y ou take proper care of y ou r 
plants, they will be healthy , and the 
need for chemicals will be less.

Considerable losses of fru it bu ds in 
p eaches did occu r du ring the v ery cold 
p eriod arou nd Febru ary 9 in northern 
sections of the state, he say s. Scattered 
rep orts of sev ere fru it bu d k ill ex tend 
from the Wooster-You ngstown area 
west and northward, althou gh some 
liv e bu ds are generally p resent in 
ev ery orchard rep orted on to this 
p oint, Stang say s. 
Recent cool tem p eratu res hav e 
help ed retard bu d growth. Howev er, 
some growers in sou thern Ohio rep ort 
p each bu ds in early p ink stages. 
Delay s in dev elop ment, du e to cool 
weather, are an adv antage at this 
p oint, he say s. 
For most growers, as well as 
homeowners with one or two trees, it 
ap p ears the p each crop will mak e it 
throu gh the winter. So p lan y ou r sp ray 
p rograms to av oid losses from factors 
other than the weather, Stang u rges.

The growing 
media of the soil ball and of the new 
container shou ld be on the same lev el. 
With y ou r hands, firm the soil ball and 
growing media to insu re an immediate 
connection for water mov ement and 
k nitting in of the root sy stem. 
7 . In locating y ou r tomatoes, 
remember that they need at least 6 
hou rs of daily direct su nlight. This 
means y ou can hang y ou r p lant on a 
p orch, in a window, or by an entrance 
to y ou r home where for a p art of the 
day the area is shaded. Tomatoes 
grown in too mu ch shade dev elop long, 
p oorly branched shoots with few if any 
flowers and “ fru its.” They are 
adap ted to bright su nny p laces with 
rap idly -mov ing air and, in these 
situ tions, they dev elop stou t highly - 
branched shoots with abu ndant 
fru iting. 
8. When y ou water the p lant, con­ 
tinu e to add water u ntil all p arts of the 
growing 
media 
are 
thorou ghly 
moistened and ex cess water is 
beginning to drip from the drainage 
holes. Note how mu ch water y ou added 
and ap p ly the same amou nt nex t time. 
9. The p lant mu st be acclimatized or 
trained to su rv iv e in its location for 
most abu ndant fru iting. You achiev e 
this by controlling the watering and 
fertilizing. Watch the p lant when it has 
been freshly p lanted; wait to water 
u ntil leaf color changes from a dark to 
p ale green and feel as if they are 
beginning to wilt. 
Then 
water 
thorou ghly bu t k eep the water off the 
leav es. Wait to water again when the 
p lant begins to wilt. This treatment 
slows growth and help s the p lant 
su rv iv e su dden changes in the en­ 
v ironment. 
10. In grooming the p lant — p ick off 
the y ellowing or damaged leav es and 
flowers. As the p lant dev elop s, remov e 
some branches to p rev ent crowding 
and to p romote dev elop ment of new 
flowering shoots. Tu rn the container 
week ly to ex p ose all sides to the en­ 
v ironment. You r p lants will dev elop 
more sy mmetrically and balance ou t 
the effects of different ex p osu res. 
The bonu s for all this effort? Vine- 
rip ened tomatoes in 45 to 65 day s — 
p lu s the fu n of showing y ou r friends 
y ou r “highrise” tomatoes.

DETROIT (AP) - Chry sler Corp . 
lost a record $94.1 million in the first 
q u arter of 1975. 
Bu t the au to indu stry as a whole is 
ex p ected to tu rn a p rofit this q u arter 
and for the remainder of the y ear. 
“The worst is now ov er,” said an 
analy st for a major inv estment hou se 
in New York . “The comp anies hav e 
cu t costs, and sales will p ick u p . The 
indu stry will retu rn decisiv ely to black 
ink in the second q u arter.” 
Chry sler rep orted Thu rsday it had 
op erating losses of $127 million in the 
Janu ary -March p eriod. Howev er, an 
accou nting change and a tax credit re­ 
du ced the loss by some $33 million. 
Ev en so, the net loss was the largest in 
the firm’s 50-y ear history . In the first 
q u arter last y ear, Chry sler showed a 
$1.6 million p rofit. 
Ford Motor Co., with p retax losses of 
$158 million in the q u arter, also u sed 
an accou nting change and tax credit to 
cu t net losses to $10.6 million, its first 
q u arterly loss in eight y ears. In the 
first q u arter in 197 4, Ford earned $124 
million. 
General Motors, the only au to mak er 
to tu rn a p rofit in the p eriod, earned 
$85 million, or $59 million after tax es, 
its smallest retu rn since 1946. Its first 
q u arter earnings in 1974 were $120 
million. 
American Motors, which will release 
its resu lts nex t week , has said it lost at 
least $10 million before tax es in the 
p eriod. AMC showed first q u arter 
earnings last y ear of $6.9 million. 
The op erating loss of the fou r 
comp anies comp ared with earnings of 
$253 million in the first q u arter of 1974 
and record p rofits of $1.3 billion in the 
first q u arter in 1973.

Soon as I finish “War and Peace” 
and Jim Michener’s "Centennial" I’m 
g oing to cu rl u p with the Ency clopedia 
Britannica.

As a male chau v inist pig , I nev er 
knew u ntil lately that the ham indu stry ' 
has nothing to do with it. Prime 
meeting of chau v inist g oes back to 
Nicholas Chau v in, a French soldier 
who made a pest of himself by 
postu lating that his hero, Napoleon, 
wou ld make a g reat comeback. He was 
accu sed of “ex cessiv e zeal” and 
"ex ag g erated patriotism.” 
Noah was one of the first u sers of 
plastic. He cau lked the seams of the 
Ark with pitch, a natu ral plastic. John 
Wesley Hy att inv ented cellu loid, the 
first popu lar plastic, in 1869. It was a 
happy mistake. He was g u nning for a 
$10,000 prize offered by a consortiu m of 
billiard ball manu factu rers who were 
hit by an iv ory ' shortag e. They wanted 
a sy nthetic ball and, in time, g ot one. 
Words like "sleazy ,” "tawdry ” and 
"shoddy ” all once referred to 
materials. Sleazy was a poor linen 
doth made in Silesia, Germany . 


NEW YORK (AP) - The attitu des 
and emotions that spu r economic 
activ ity seldom rise and fall in 
predictable sy mmetry , and du ring the 
past few day s they seem to hav e dev el­ 
oped v ery ’ erratic pu lsations. 
The recession will be ov er by late 
this y ear, almost all the nation’s 
economic adv isers seem to be say ing , 
bu t the celebration of this news 
already is being du lled by the realities. 
A hig h lev el of joblessness, it is 
widely believ ed, will persist well into 
the recov ery , far into 1976. And few 
economists are willing to say when, if 
ev er, it will drop back to 4 per cent or 
so. 
Inflation fell to an 8 per cent rate for 
the first qu arter of the y ear, the lowest 
in nearly two y ears, which is ex citing 
news. On reflection, it is sobering news 
too, becau se 8 per cent by any measu re 
is u nacceptable. 
And now there comes news that is 
little less than ominou s: Farm prices 
are rising ag ain after a fiv e-month 
decline, a frig htening dev elopment for 
consu niers, ev en if the Ag ricu ltu re 
Department say s it was ex pected. 
The g reat au tomobile marketing 
ex periment seems to hav e tu rned ou t 
to be a bu mmer, the rebate prog rams 
merely stealing sales from the 
“traditional spring rally .” It didn’t 
come this y ear. There was no spu rt in

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car sales. 
Now it appears that car prices are 
headed still hig her, rebates not­ 
withstanding , which isn’t the kind of 
situ ation that encou rag es penny - 
pinching cu stomers to ru sh to the 
showrooms. 
The carmakers feel, howev er, that 
they hav e little choice. The big profits 
that u sed to leav e some people ag hast, 
and which g enerated 
so mu ch 
criticism, are fading now. 
Ford Motors ju st reported a $10- 
million dollar loss for the first qu arter. 
Chry sler also is losing money . General 
Motors earning s are off sharply . 
A dark clou d hov ers ov er the credit 
markets, and nobody seems to know if 
ev entu ally 
it 
will 
drop 
rain 
or 
dissipate, whether it will driv e u p 
mortg ag e rates and corporate bor­ 
rowing rates and g ov ernment bond 
rates. 
The inescapable fact is that Uncle 
Sam finances his debt in the same 
credit market that ordinarily ac­ 
commodate indiv idu als and bu siness. 
And when Uncle Sam ju mps into that 
sand pile there isn’t mu ch room for the 
others to play . 
The leading indicators of economic 
activ ity hav en’t as y et lent mu ch 
statistical su pport to hopes that the 
recession is ending . In March, for the 
sev enth month in eig ht, it dropped, al­ 
thou g h by only one-half of 1 per cent. 
The dismal forecasts of the index , 
which is su pposed to foreshadow 
economic activ ity , probably is leading 
to its demise in the nex t few months, to 
be replaced by another barometer. 
If the news is bad, shoot the 
messeng er! This cou ntry needs g ood 
news.

formation can thu s be rapidly ob­ 
tained. Dietary balances can be re­ 
established and the waste of v alu eless 
calories eliminated.

Think Nixon 
Didn't Sign 
Viet Letters 


NEW YORK (AP) - Charles 
Hamilton, an au thority on sig natu res, 
said Friday that he thinks President 
Richard M. Nix on did not sig n the two 
letters sent to Sou th Vietnamese 
President Ng u y en Van Thieu while the 
Paris peace accords were being 
neg otiated. Hamilton say s he thinks 
Nix on’s personal secretary , Rose 
Mary Woods, probably sig ned them. 
Copies of the two letters were 
released to newsmen Wednesday by 
Ng u y en Tien Hu ng , an American- 
edu cated economist who was Sou th 
Vietnam’s minister of planning in 
Thieu ’s g ov ernment which dissolv ed 
last week. They were dated Jan. 5, 
1973, and Nov . 14, 1972. 
One of the letters warned of an end to 
American aid if Thieu refu sed to sig n 
the accords. The other showed Nix on 
promised on Jan. 5, 1973, that the 
United States wou ld u se “fu ll force” to 
pu nish any Hanoi v iolations of the 
impending peace ag reement, which 
was sig ned Jan. 27, 1973. 
The White Hou se has acknowledg ed 
the letters were g enu ine “as far as we 
can determine,” according to presi­ 
dential Press Secretary ' Ron Nessen. 
There has been no response from 
Nix on. 
Hamilton said he does not think the 
two sig natu res are Nix on’s becau se he 
said they do not conform to the 
sig natu re Nix on made du ring his 
presidency . He said that sig natu re 
alway s omitted the second " r” from 
"Richard” and the “o” from “Nix on.” 
Howev er, he said the sig natu res on 
the two letters rev ealed Wednesday 
contained the second “r” and the “o.” 
He said the two sig natu res also mat­ 
ched sig natu res of the form er 
president’s name made in 1963 and 
1972 and which were sig ned to rou tine 
correspondence and photog raphs.

The new rev olu tionary g ov ernment 
is ex pected to mov e slowly in con­ 
solidating its forces. 
The Prov isional Rev olu tionary 
Gov ernment — PRG as it was known 
before taking power — was not a 
g ov ernment in the fu ll sense of the 
word. It was more of a cabinet with 
only 125 people in top positions. 
At the g rass roots areas where the 
Viet Cong held control, there were 
rev olu tionary committees. 
Bu t there was no in-between 
bu reau cracy 
connecting 
the 
rev olu tionary com mittees at the 
bottom and the PRG command at the 
top, according to analy sts here. 
Now, 
it is ex pected that new 
rev olu tionary com mittees will be 
established not only at all v illag e 
lev els bu t also in the big cities su ch as 
Saig on, which has been renamed Ho 
Chi Minh City . One rev olu tionary com­ 
mittee is being formed for each 3,000 
people. 
Based on past ex perience and on 
Commu nist doctrine, the prog nosis for 
Sou th Vietnam is a rou g h, mean and 
probably bloody transformation into a 
Commu nist state. The main hope here 
is that the new ru lers are sensitiv e to 
world pu blic opinion.

What's In Store For South Vietnam?

Rhodes Bids For Governors M eet 


Associated Press special cor­ 
respondent Hugh Mulligan first went 
to Vietnam in 1965, when the big 
American troop build-up began. He 
spent much of the last decade there 
and was in Hanoi when the last U.S. 
prisoner was released.

In the heyday of the “ 5 O’clock 
Follies,” the afternoon m ilitary 
briefing for the press, correspondents 
used to gather beforehand on the 
“ Continental Shelf,” the terrace bar of 
Saigon’s Continental Palace Hotel, and 
wonder aloud over their citron-presses 
about the future of Vietnam. 
A favorite question, shouted over the 
din of the passing convoys and the 
cries of the street urchins selling 
jasmine petal necklaces, along with 
their older sisters, always was: what 
could the Communists possibly do with 
South Vietnam if they ever managed to 
conquer it? 
What proletarian promise could they 
possibly find among the fortune tellers 
and lottery ticket sellers; the Indian 
money changers; the “ Corsican 
M afia” of restaurant and hotel 
owners; the Chinese rice millers who 
specialized in duplicating PX gin in 
cast-off bottles; the little old ladies at 
the sidewalk stalls piled high with 
black market cigarettes and stolen GI 
socks; the night club singers whose 
faultless ear and atonal linguistic gifts 
enabled them to sing like Barbra Strei­ 
sand one minute and Hay Charles the 
next; 
the 
shoeshine 
boys 
who 
graduated to wristwatch thieves and 
invariably made their escape by 
diving with their loot — hopefully 
waterproof — into the Saigon River; 
the bar girls spouting bizarre ob­ 
scenities in the 
rich accents 
of 
American Soul; the nightly Honda 
cavalry of “ cowboys” — pimps — who 
peddled their exotically perfumed and 
coiffured “ flower 
blossoms” 
— 
prostitutes — from the buddy seat of a 
motor bike as curfew sirens wailed? 
It was recalled that when the 
Chinese 
Communists 
took 
over 
Shanghai, the twilight ladies of the 
Bund, the dock district, were recycled 
into underwear and hoisery factory 
workers. Perhaps 100,000 underwent 
rectification in the industrial com­ 
munes, but in Vietnam the people 
problems are more than just a matter 
of rehabilitating the wayward from the 
paths of Western decadence. 
What, for instance, is to become of a 
town like Honai? 
Honai, a deliberate misspelling of 
Hanoi, is a large and prosperous 
Catholic town 20 miles from Saigon 
whose dusty main street faithfully re­ 
creates the 37 parish churches — 
sometimes right down to the ar­ 
chitectural style — that its people 
abandoned when they left Hanoi, 
accompanied by their priests, in 1954. 
They were among the 900,000 refugees, 
including 319 entire villages, who 
elected to come South rather than live 
under Communist rule. 
I>ed by their greying priests, who 
slept with submachine guns and boxes 
of grenades under their beds, the 
people of Honai are credited with 
hurling back a Viet Cong regiment 
moving on the huge American supply 
base at Ix>ng Binh during the 1968 Tet 
offensive. But like others among the 
refugees who fled south, they have 
brothers and uncles and cousins — 
sisters, too, probably — who remained 
behind to look after the old folks and 
wound up fighting on the Communist 
side. 


Will there be a special retribution for 
the militant anticommunists of Honai? 
Then there are the Vietnamese who 
chose to go north in the brief 1954 
amnesty, an estimated 200,000. Except 
in fighting units or moving supplies 
down the Ho Chi Minh trail, they never 
dreamed of moving south again. Now, 
with the border wiped out, they may be 
allowed to return to their native 
village, drawn by the lodestar of an­ 
cestor worship that calls ail Viet­ 
namese home, no matter how dimmed 
by the fortunes of war or the rigors of 
ideology. 
What new drama will unfold when 
they are united with or repulsed by or 
perhaps put in charge of relatives and 
former friends who struggled so long 
in a losing cause? 
For the conqueror coming home, if 
he is allowed to, South Vietnam will 
bear little resemblance to the land he 
left in 1954, and still less to the area 
known as Cochin China that Ho Chi 
Minh first set out to rule under the 
banner of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam in September 1945. 
The pressures of 30 years of war, of a 
long French and then a massive 
American military presence, of vast 
refugee movements, of ceaseless 
defoliation operations and free strike 
zones have profoundly altered Viet­ 
namese village life and disrupted the 
network of family ties that were the 
bulwark of Vietnamese society. 
In three decades, the leadership role 
has passed from revered mandarin to 
French functionnaire to American 
counterpart and now to local party 
chairman, but in the same time the 
fabric of society has lost its handwoven 
Oriental primitiveness and taken on a 
machined Western weave. 
The rural society of peasant rice 
farmers and fishermen that the Viet 
Cong set out to infiltrate at hamlet 
level, often with great success, has 
become more and more an urban 
society, fled from the insecurity of the 
countryside, from the bombings and 
the guerrilla attacks, to the safety and 
squalor of refugee shanty towns and 
flimsy huts along canal banks,and in 
churchyards and vacant lots. 
French rubber, tea and pepper 
plantations, and the building of the 
railroad to Shanghai, first lured the 
peasant from his paddy. By the time 
the Americans took 
up Kipling’s 
“ white man’s burden: the savage wars 
of peace,” more than 100,000 went to 
work for the big construction con­ 
sortium building the airfields, bowling 
alleys and fire bases, and created 
almost overnight a now largely 
unemployed middle class of truck 
drivers, 
bulldozer 
operators, 
helicopter mechanics and computer 
jockeys, and a resentful lower class of 
barracks room momma sans, messhall 
waitresses and PX clerks expert in the 
wiles of the black market. 
The last American-built helicopter 
flying the last mission over South 
Vietnam could chart the social 
changes that have altered the country 
in the past three decades in an af­ 
ternoon of contour flying at tree-top 
level. 
The red-tiled hospitals and plan­ 
tation buildings are reminders of 80 
years of French rule; so are the 
Romanesque church steeples, the 
busted up railroad tracks, the falling 
down cement forts, the turquoise 
swimming pool at the Cercel Sportif, 
the oval of the long-abandoned race 
track and the long, straight canals 
through the lush countryside, although 
the motorized sampans putting along 
them are pushed by American out- 


boards. 
The shiny tin roofs in almost every 
village are America’s contribution to 
the skyline. So are the high-rise hotels 
in Saigon — or at least the biggest ones 
— the forest of TV antennae almost 
everywhere, the yellow smog clouds 
raised by the endless motorbike 
traffic, the soup-dish telephone an­ 
tennae, most of the jet airfields that 
suddenly slash open the jungle, what’s 
left of the abandoned military camps 
and the wide concrete bridge spans 
that for a brief time extended all the 


way across a river or stream. 
The moss green, weathered old 
pagodas and the lichen-covered tombs 
along the wayside belong to an older, 
irrelevant 
Vietnam 
of 
sleeping 
mandarins. 


The dark purple mountains, the 
mangrove swamps, the villages tucked 
away in the forests and hugging the 
delta river banks belong, as they 
always have, to the tireless insurgents. 
The bomb and shell craters in be­ 
tween, dappling the landscape like a

WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
food stamp program is so bogged down 
in red tape it at times does not ef­ 
fectively provide for the needs of the 
poor, two local officials from Ohio told 
a Senate subcommittee Friday. 
They said the procedures used in 
issuing food stamps should be sim­ 
plified to improve the service to needy 
persons and to reduce the chances of 
fraud.

Vietnam, said many of the evacuees 
escaped with their lives.

Many others were victim s of 
reprisals by invading North Viet­ 
namese, she said. 


“The stories ranged from a little girl 
who was fathered by an American 
having her head shaved to others just 
being killed,’’she said.

“state of panic” the last two weeks 
before the takeover, she said. 


PUCO Intervenes 
In Pipeline Case 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
gave notice Friday to the Federal 
Power Commission that it plans to 
intervene in a case to deregulate 
natural gas pipeline laws. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes asked the 
PUCO to examine the case and take 
appropriate action. 
“We certainly agree with Gov. 
Rhodes that Ohio agencies must take 
all appropriate action to ensure 
natural gas supplies for Ohio’s in­ 
dustry if we are to maintain em­ 
ployment and encourage additional in­ 
dustries to locate within our state,” 
said chairman C. Luther Heckman. 
The case involves a pending decision 
to enable some industrial customers to 
buy nonregulated gas directly from 
producers, rather than from utility 
companies and to transport the gas 
through regulated interstate pipelines. 


Columbus city councilwoman Fran 
Ryan and Samuel P. Bauer, director of 
the Cuyahoga County Welfare Depart­ 
ment in Cleveland, testified at a 
federal spending practices sub­ 
committee hearing. 
The panel is investigating the ef­ 
ficiency of the $5-billion-a-year food 
stamp program. 
Mrs. Ryan described a local project 
called 
Operation 
FEED . 
This 
emergency information and delivery 
system was begun in Columbus last 
January as a backup to the food stamp 
program. 
She said 
the 
city 
council 
ap­ 
propriated $100,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds for a program developed 
by Operation FEED. Existing social 
service agencies distribute food 
vouchers which families can exchange 
at local grocery stores. 
The only administrative costs of the 
program are the salaries of one 
coordinator 
and 
a 
secretary- 
bookkeeper and the cost of office 
supplies. 
The program began “when the 
hunger problem had not and could not 
be resolved through the food stamp 
program largely because distribution 
is so bogged down by costly ad­ 
ministrative procedures,” Mrs. Ryan 
said. 
She cited lengthy and complicated 
application forms and a requirement 
that recipients be recertified every 30 
days as major problems with food 
stamps. 
Bauder made similar complaints. 
He said simplification of food stamp 
eligibility requirements would permit 
easier administration of the program 
and lessen the possibilities for fraud. 
He said frequent changes in food 
stam p regulations m ake it “ in­ 
creasingly difficult for the low income 
person to become eligible for food 
stamps while at iii same time in­ 
creasing the Uke'nh'jod of the person 
not in need to obtain assistance 
fraudulently.” 
Bauer also criticized as unrealistic 
certain expense allowances used in 
computing the amount of stamps a 
family can receive. 
He suggested that benefits from the 
food stamp and welfare programs 
could be maximized if they were ad­ 
ministered by the same department. 
Food stamps are handled by the 
Agriculture Department, but welfare 
programs are administered through 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
Bauer recommended that HEW be 
placed in charge of both types of 
programs. 
Sen. John H. Glenn, D-Ohio, is a 
member of the subcommittee that held 
the inquiry.

Severe 
W eather 
Hits U.S.

Showers and thunderstorms moved 
into the Mississippi Valley and Great 
takes regions today after raking 
sections of the southern Plains with 
wind, rain and hail. 
A new storm system in the Nor­ 
thwest spilled soaking rains onto 
coastal areas and posed another threat 
of additional flooding next week in 
North Dakota. 
As many as IO tornadoes dropped out 
of thunderstorms over Oklahoma on 
Friday afternoon and evening. No 
serious injuries or widespread damage 
were reported, though there were 
scattered 
instances 
of 
downed 
powerlines, overturned mobile homes 
and damaged farm buildings and 
vehicles. 
Hailstones piled to depths of 6 inches 
at Elk City, in far western Oklahoma, 
after a thunderstorm there. targ e hail 
also hit other areas of Oklahoma and 
parts of Texas, Kansas, Arkansas and 
louisiana. 
A tornado dipped into an area near 
Villa Platte, ta ., on Friday and ripped 
down power lines and some trees. 
Other twisters spun into Kansas and, 
in the Southeast, Florida. No serious 
injuries or damage were reported 
from those areas, however. 
Flash-flood watches accompanied 
the storms across northern Oklahoma, 
but the watches were lifted and there 
was no serious flooding. 
High winds during a thunderstorm 
tore a portion of the roof from a 
building at Henderson State College at 
Arkadelphia, Ark., Friday. No one was 
hurt, however. 
In the Northwest, up to an inch and a 
half of rain splashed into some coastal 
areas of Washington, and showers 
ranged eastward into Montana. 
Farther east, efforts were under way 
at Minot, N.D., to add two additional 
feet to the Souris River basin dikes in 
preparation for an expected crest next 
week 4.5 feet above flood stage. The 
Souris was 2.5 feet over flood stage late 
Friday. 
An Army Engineers spokesman said 
the additional dike work should protect 
the city against contingencies in the 
expected crest. The National Weather 
Service added that the timing and 
amount of any additional rains were 
critical to the situation at Minot. 
Fair weather was widely scattered, 
from the southern Plateau and Rockies 
into the western Plains, and through 
sections of the East.

PUT-IN-BAY, Ohio (AP)— Robert 
W. Tester, the new director of the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources, 
says the department has scrapped pro­ 
posals for a

million state 
development of the Lake Erie islands. 
Tester said Friday the development 
plan proposed under the previous 
adm inistration “ represented over­ 
zealous thinking by an outside con­ 
sultant and state planners.” 
The plan, which would have added 
about three-fourths of Kelleys Island to 
the state’s land holdings, had raised a 
storm of opposition here. 
Tester said the department plans 
instead to continue developing existing 
state parks on Kelleys and South Bass 
islands, with possible purchase of a 
few more adjoining acres. 
He said the consultant’s proposal to 
put golf courses, a resort lodge, cabins, 
a convention center and an executive 
airport on Kelleys Island was “unrea­ 
listic in terms of recreation funds and 
in light of the short resort season on the 
island, plus the problems of mass 
transportation between the mainland 
and the island.”

Unload Refugees

A ship from a U.S. naval task force 
carrying and shepherding some 70,000 
South Vietnamese refugees 
began 
unloading evacuees from the war-torn 
Indochina nation at Subic Bay in the 
Philippines today. 


A Navy spokesman said all evacuees 
who wanted to leave Vietnam had been 
picked up, but eight ships stayed 
behind for stragglers. They were to 
leave waters off South Vietnam today. 
In Thailand, nearly 600 persons 
trapped in Phnom Penh by the Khmer 
Rouge takeover IO days ago reached 
the Thai border by truck today in 
generally good health. They said 120 
more were left behind but would come 
later. The foreigners took refuge at the 
French Embassy. 
Cambodian civilian trucks rolled up 
to the border town of Aranyaprathet 
and the sunburned and unshaven 
travelers crossed a bridge over a small 
stream into Thailand.

Recent cool weather, combined with 
a relatively mild winter, may produce 
the biggest fruit crop in the state in 
years. 
“I haven’t seen conditions in such 
excellent shape in years,” said Elden 
J. Stang, extension horticulturist at 
Ohio State University. 
U.S. Equipment Strewn Like Junk in Vietnam

HUE, South V ietnam (AP) — 
Am erican 
m ilitary 
equipm ent 
estimated to be worth $100 million is 
strewn like a gigantic junkpile along 
the Hue estuary where Saigon’s 
defeated armored and infantry forces 
tried to escape by sea in late March. 
This was one of the sights you see 
after a trip to Hue from Da Nang, 
where a spokesman 
of the new 
Revolutionary 
Governm ent 
said 
earlier that 103,000 of the enlisted men 
and noncommissioned officers of the 
old Army of the Republic of Vietnam 
(ARVN) who had been taken prisoner 
had already been released to return to 
their homes. 
Some former war prisoners were 
seen in the areas around Hue working 
now in the rice fields. 
From the watchtower of the former 
ARVN base here, you can see about 600 
burned out vehicles in just one of the 
groups of abandoned equipm ent 
scattered for miles along the estuary 
and along the lateral highway con­ 
necting Hue with Tan My Harbor 


leading to the South China Sea. 
Former drivers and mechanics of 
ARVN armored regiments now are 
working 
under 
Revolutionary 
Government army officers’ super­ 
vision in getting tanks, armored cars, 
trucks and other vehicles running 
again. 
Looking down the open turrets of 
four United States-made M48 tanks, 
abandoned on the edge of the highway, 
you can see a dozen or more rounds of 
105mm howitzer shells surrounding the 
gunner’s position in each tank. Off in a 
field, a repair crew has just started up 
the engine of one salvaged M48 to haul 
two other M48s to the highway for 
further repairs. 
Some captured M48s still have 
“ United States Army” painted in white 
on the body of the tank above the 
tracks. The dirt shoulders of the high­ 
way are covered in parts with belts of 
.50-caliber machine gun ammunition, 
hand grenades, artillery shells still in 
the original packing and a miscellany 
of other items. 
Across the highway from the former 
ARVN supply base, where the retreat 
became a flight on boats down to ships 
waiting at sea, are three modem 


communications centers with high 
transmission antennae built by the 
Americans. Outwardly they look unda­ 
maged. 
On 
the 
bank, 
Revolutionary 
Government forces are salvaging steel 
pontoons and steel bridging. Equip­ 
ment left behind seems in almost mint 
condition. 
A revolutionary arm y officer at the 
captured supply base said that of a 
total of 3,000 ARVN military vehicles 
left along the estuary, more than 200 
were sunk, most of them self-propelled 
guns and armored cars. He added that 
60 of the M48 tanks which fell into his 
arm y’s hands have since been given a 
clean up and sent south with the 
National liberation Forces. 
He said six self-propelled 175mm 
long-range artillery pieces were in 
booty here. He said four are now in 
combat condition and with liberation 
forces in the South. 
Driving to Hue over Hai Van (Sea 
Cloud) Pass from Da Nang, this 
correspondent noted that heavy south­ 
bound military traffic was a for­ 
midable obstacle for most of the 60 
miles on Highway One. Interspersed 
with Soviet made armor were oc­ 


casional tanks from the ARVN’s big 
American stores. 
In military truck convoys there was 
a unique mix of Soviet, Chinese and 
American vehicles. 
It was an eerie feeling to walk on 
ground where the ARVN made a 
desperate concentration March 23 for 
a Vietnamese Dunkirk. That was three 
days before Hue, once Vietnam’s 
im perial 
capital, 
fell 
to 
the 
revolutionary forces. Lots of equip­ 
ment was burned by retreating ARVN 
sobers. But a considerable amount 
was not. 
Walking across the former area base 
packed with blackened hulks of 
A m erican-m ade arm or, you step 
carefully. The concrete paving is 
littered with ammunition, rockets, 
grenades, some of it still live. 
A fire engine is burned out but its fire 
hose nozzles of stainless steel glisten 
brightly. Typewriters, portable radio 
transm itters, cans of turkey loaf 
rations, bayonets, steel helmets, gas 
masks, mess kits, filing cabinets, 
shovels, machineguns, motorcycles, 
and even a television set lie in the 
ashes. 
Between this Dunkirk-like scene and 


Hue itself, thousands of acres of rice 
are being harvested. Teams of seven 
or eight young men are cutting rice 
stalks and tying them in sheaves. The 
young men are dressed in green 
military tunics and shorts. 
Through an interpreter, the leader of 
one of these teams said he and his men 
came from a nearby village, all having 
served at one time or another in the 
ARVN. Some had served until very 
recently, he added. 


He said he was a driver in a unit of 
the ARVN engineers for eight years, 
had been involved in a traffic accident 
with an army truck and was put in jail 
for it. He was in jail when the 
liberation forces arrived in Hue and 
liberated him, he said. 
The liberation forces let him go 
home to become a fanner again. The 
fact that he and others engaged in the 
harvest were in military tunics and 
shorts did not mean they were in any 
armed forces now, he said. It was, he 
added, because these clothes were the 
cheapest they could buy. 
He said the land on which his team 
was working belonged communally to 
his village. 


Stang goes around the state in­ 
specting orchards and talking with 
commercial growers. 
He said that apples, Ohio’s principal 
fruit crop, appeared likely to exceed 
last year’s output of 135 milhon pounds 
by as much as 15 per cent. 
“ And for peaches, we could get up to 
28 million pounds this year,” he said. 
“That’s double the crop in 1974.” 
Stang said Ohio produced $19.9 
million worth of fruit in 1974, chiefly 
apples, peaches, 
grapes, cherries, 
strawberries and plums. 
“ But it’s been a long time since 
we’ve had a full crop,” he said. “Last 
year’s peach output, for instance, was 
only onethird of the crop.” 
He said that in past years fruit 
grow ers have been plagued by 
premature warm periods that caused 
trees to bloom early. These were 
followed by frosts which destroyed the 
blossoms, resulting in late or de­ 
creased crop production. 
But Stang warned against counting 
the crop before it was harvested. 
“There’s still a potential danger 
from frost,” he said. “ Any extended 
period with temperatures at 32 degrees 
or lower could kill the blossoms.” 


He said the major fruit-growing 
regions in Ohio are in the north, east 
and central portions. The north has the 
latest frost-free date: May 20.

Your pressure canner should be 
checked each year to make sure the 
guage, gasket, and safety are working 
properly. As you get out your canners, 
avoid the temptation to take the rubber 
gasket out of the lid to wash it. The 
gasket should stay in the lid. If you 
purchase a new rubber gasket, it will 
seem to be too big for the bd, but it will 
fit! Run a little vegetable oil over it 
and gently press it into the lid. 
I am checking pressure canners in 
the offfbe now if you want to drop yours 
off for a day or two. I will be testing in 
locations out in the county in May and 
June, also. This is a free service.

A homemaker can 
still grow tomatoes this year — even in 
an apartment or on a patio. Dr. H.

Maryland, offers these tips on growing 
tomatoes: 
1. Pick small-fruited or patio types 
like Small Fry, Tiny Tims, Red 
Cherry, and Fireball over the large- 
fruited, upright plants. You can plant 
several seeds directly into the con­ 
tainer or buy the young plants from 
your garden store. 
2. Use any container that will hold at 
least 2 quarts of growing media. 
(Otherwise, containers dry out so 
rapidly that daily care becomes ex­ 
tremely demanding.) You might even 
use plastic bleach bottles or gallon-size 
milk containers — if you provide 
Peach Crop 
Prospects Good

Fruit growers are in the countdown 
stage of bud growth and peach bloom. 
Except for isolated instances, most 
peach orchards in Ohio appear to have 
come through the winter in good 
condition, reports Elden Stang, 
Extension Horticulturist at The Ohio 
State University. 


Considerable losses of fruit buds in 
peaches did occur during the very cold 
period around February 9 in northern 
sections of the state, he says. Scattered 
reports of severe fruit bud kill extend 
from the Wooster-Youngstown area 
west and northward, although some 
live buds are generally present in 
every orchard reported on to this 
point, Stang says. 
Recent cool temperatures have 
helped retard bud growth. However, 
some growers in southern Ohio report 
peach buds in early pink stages. 
Delays in development, due to cool 
weather, are an advantage at this 
point, he says. 
For most growers, as well as 
homeowners with one or two trees, it 
appears the peach crop will make it 
through the winter. So plan your spray 
programs to avoid losses from factors 
other than the weather, Stang urges. 


drainage holes. For your drainage 
holes just use a nail to drive % inch 
holes spaced about 3 inches apart, near 
the bottom. Tie a cord or hemp bag 
around the container to make it an 
attractive hanging basket. 
3. Use bagged growing media 
available in most variety and garden 
stores, or make your own by blending 
equal parts and vermiculite. Add to 
each bushel of mix 4 ounces of 
pulverized dolomitic limestone, 4 
ounces of 20 per cent super-phosphate, 
and 2 ounces of 5-10-5 fertilizer. Mix 
thoroughly. Add water to bring 
moisture level up until media crum­ 
bles in large masses but is not soggy. 
4. Line the bottom with 2 inches of 
coarse aggregate such as washed 
cinders, crushed rock, or shredded 
plastic containers. Drainage holes 
should be shielded with coffee filters to 
help hold the growing media in place 
until the new root system meshes into 
a solid mass. Be sure to leave air 
pockets to permit easy drainage of 
water out of the container. Cover top of 
aggregate with a Vt inch layer of finely 
crushed aggregate to prevent growing 
media from plugging up the drainage 
holes. 
5. Fill containers up within one inch 
of top with moistened growing media. 
A 6 inch container is equal in volume to 
2 quarts of mix. Water with a solution 
containing one-fifth the amount 
recommended for most house plants. 
Use the water fertilizer mix every time 
the plant needs water, throughout its 
entire lifetime. 
6. In planting, hold the potted plant 
on side, with one hand protecting the 
plant. Tap gently until soil ball and 
plant fall out. Remove network of roots 
on bottom of soil ball. Dig a hole into 
which the soil ball will fit. The growing 
media of the soil ball and of the new 
container should be on the same level. 
With your hands, firm the soil ball and 
growing media to insure an immediate 
connection for water movement and 
knitting in of the root system. 
7. In locating your tomatoes, 
remember that they need at least 6 
hours of daily direct sunlight. This 
means you can hang your plant on a 
porch, in a window, or by an entrance 
to your home where for a part of the 
day the area is shaded. Tomatoes 
grown in too much shade develop long, 
poorly branched shoots with few if any 
flowers and “ fruits.” They are 
adapted to bright sunny places with 
rapidly-moving air and, in these 
situtions, they develop stout highly- 
branched shoots with abundant 
fruiting. 
8. When you water the plant, con­ 
tinue to add water until all parts of the 
growing 
media 
are 
thoroughly 
moistened and excess water is 
beginning to drip from the drainage 
holes. Note how much water you added 
and apply the same amount next time. 
9. Tile plant must be acclimatized or 
trained to survive in its location for 
most abundant fruiting. You achieve 
this by controlling the watering and 
fertilizing. Watch the plant when it has 
been freshly planted; wait to water 
until leaf color changes from a dark to 
pale green and feel as if they are 
beginning to w ilt. 
Then water 
thoroughly but keep the water off the 
leaves. Wait to water again when the 
plant begins to wilt. This treatment 
slows growth and helps the plant 
survive sudden changes in the en­ 
vironment. 
10. In grooming the plant — pick off 
the yellowing or damaged leaves and 
flowers. As the plant develops, remove 
some branches to prevent crowding 
and to promote development of new 
flowering shoots. Turn the container 
weekly to expose all sides to the en­ 
vironment. Your plants will develop 
more symmetrically and balance out 
the effects of different exposures. 
The bonus for all this effort? Vine- 
ripened tomatoes in 45 to 65 days — 
plus the fun of showing your friends 
your “ highrise” tomatoes.

Auto Firms 
All Report 
Bad Quarter 


DETROIT (A P) — Chrysler Corp. 
lost a record $94.1 million in the first 
quarter of 1975. 
But the auto industry as a whole is 
expected to turn a profit this quarter 
and for the remainder of the year. 
“ The worst is now over,” said an 
analyst for a major investment house 
in New York. “ The companies have 
cut costs, and sales will pick up. The 
industry will return decisively to black 
ink in the second quarter.” 
Chrysler reported Thursday it had 
operating losses of $127 million in the 
January-March period. However, an 
accounting change and a tax credit re­ 
duced the loss by some $33 million. 
Even so, the net loss was the largest in 
the firm’s 50-year history. In the first 
quarter last year, Chrysler showed a 
$1.6 million profit. 
Ford Motor Co., with pretax losses of 
$158 million in the quarter, also used 
an accounting change and tax credit to 
cut net losses to $10.6 million, its first 
quarterly loss in eight years. In the 
first quarter in 1974, Ford earned $124 
million. 
General Motors, the only auto maker 
to turn a profit in the period, earned 
$85 million, or $59 million after taxes, 
its smallest return since 1946. Its first 
quarter earnings in 1974 were $120 
million. 
American Motors, which will release 
its results next week, has said it lost at 
least $10 million before taxes in the 
period. AMC showed first quarter 
earnings last year of $6.9 million. 
The operating loss of the four 
companies compared with earnings of 
$253 million in the first quarter of 1974 
and record profits of $1.3 billion in the 
first quarter in 1973.

Chairman Thomas E. Morgan, D- 
Pa., of the House International 
Relations Committee said his panel 
may start soon on such a bill but that

House Majority Leader Thomas P. 
O’Neill said, “ There is no reason in the 
world the Committee on International 
Relations can’t bring in” such a bill 
next week. 
The resolve to start anew follows the 
House vote Thursday rejecting a bill 
for $327 million in refugee aid and 
authority for President Ford to use 
troops in the evacuation, which 
already was completed. The bill was 
voted down 246 to 162. 
Opponents of the bill claimed it 
would have permitted Ford to send 
U.S. troops back to Vietnam while 
others expressed concern that some of 
the aid destined for refugees still in 
Vietnam would fall into the hands of 
the conquering Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese forces. 
The House action evoked a strong 
response from Ford, who urged the 
House and Senate “ to approve quickly 
new legislation providing assistance.... 
To do otherwise would be a repudiation 
of the finest principles and traditions 
of America.”

NEW YORK (AP) — The attitudes 
and emotions that spur economic 
activity seldom rise and fall in 
predictable symmetry, and during the 
past few days they seem to have devel­ 
oped very erratic pulsations. 
The recession will be over by late 
this year, almost all the nation’s 
economic advisers seem to be saying, 
but the celebration of this news 
already is being dulled by the realities.

It is amazing how often apparently 
nutritive diets are found to be filled 
with “wasted calories.” 
In an effort to provide information 
on diets, a computerized program has 
been developed at the University of 
Wisconsin. 
An expert in nutrition, Nancy E. 
Johnson, has enlisted the help of a 
large group of people who keep a 
complete record of their intake for one 
to seven days. The record is scanned 
by a computer and evaluated for 
nutritional and vitamin value. 
A vast amount of dietary in­ 
formation can thus be rapidly ob­ 
tained. Dietary balances can be re­ 
established and the waste of valueless 
calories eliminated.

Navy Discounts 
Attack Story 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Navy of- 
ficials discount a report by columnist 
Jack Anderson that a recent world­ 
wide Soviet naval exercise involved a 
mock nuclear attack on the United 
States. 
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Anderson and his associate, Les 
Whitten, cited intercepted messages 
and reconnaissance reports in their 
story, distributed for publication in 
Thursday’s newspapers. 
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But Navy officials reacted by saying 
the exercise concerned itself chiefly 
with mock operations directed against 
submarines, convoys and aircraft car­ 
riers. 
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NEW YORK (AP) — Charles 
Hamilton, an authority on signatures, 
said Friday that he thinks President 
Richard M. Nixon did not sign the two 
letters sent to South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu while the 
Paris peace accords were being 
negotiated. Hamilton says he thinks 
Nixon’s personal secretary, Rose 
Mary Woods, probably signed them. 
Copies of the two letters were 
released to newsmen Wednesday by 
Nguyen Tien Hung, an American- 
educated economist who was South 
Vietnam’s minister of planning in 
Thieu’s government which dissolved 
last week. They were dated Jan. 5, 
1973, and Nov. 14, 1972. 
One of the letters warned of an end to 
American aid if Thieu refused to sign 
the accords. The other showed Nixon 
promised on Jan. 5, 1973, that the 
United States would use “full force” to 
punish any Hanoi violations of the 
impending peace agreement, which 
was signed Jan. 27, 1973. 
The White House has acknowledged 
the letters were genuine “as far as we 
can determine,” according to presi­ 
dential Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 
There has been no response from 
Nixon. 
Hamilton said he does not think the 
two signatures are Nixon’s because he 
said they do not conform to the 
signature Nixon made during his 
presidency. He said that signature 
always omitted the second “r” from 


at this point who could unify these 
diverse units. 
Anti-Communist guerrillas would 
face many difficulties, particularly in 
finding a constant source of supply.

The new revolutionary government 
is expected to move slowly in con­ 
solidating its forces. 
The Provisional Revolutionary 
Government — PRG as it was known 
before taking power — was not a 
government in the full sense of the 
word. It was more of a cabinet with 
only 125 people in top positions. 
At the grass roots areas where the 
Viet Cong held control, there were 
revolutionary committees. 
But there was no in-between 
bureaucracy 
connecting 
the 
revolutionary committees at the 
bottom and the PRG command at the 
top, according to analysts here. 
Now, it is expected that new 
revolutionary committees will be 
established not only at all village 
levels but also in the big cities such as 
Saigon, which has been renamed Ho 
Chi Minh City. One revolutionary com­ 
mittee is being formed for each 3,000 
people. 
Based on past experience and on 
Communist doctrine, the prognosis for 
South Vietnam is a rough, mean and 
probably bloody transformation into a 
Communist state. The main hope here 
is that the new rulers are sensitive to 
world public opinion.

bottom and the PRG command at the 
top, according to analysts here. 
Now, it is expected that new 
revolutionary committees will be 
established not only at all village 
levels but also in the big cities such as 
Saigon, which has been renamed Ho 
Chi Minh City. One revolutionary com­ 
mittee is being formed for each 3,000 
people. 
Based on past experience and on 
Communist doctrine, the prognosis for 
South Vietnam is a rough, mean and 
probably bloody transformation into a 
Communist state. The main hope here 
is that the new rulers are sensitive to 
world public opinion.

Will there be a special retribution for 
the militant anticommunists of Honai?

Except 
in fighting units or moving supplies 
down the Ho Chi Minh trail, they never 
dreamed of moving south again. Now, 
with the border wiped out, they may be 
allowed to return to their native 
village, drawn by the lodestar of an­ 
cestor worship that calls all Viet­ 
namese home, no matter how dimmed 
by th® fortunes of war or the rigors of 
ideology. 
What new drama will unfold when 
they are united with or repulsed by or 
perhaps put in charge of relatives and 
former friends who struggled so long 
in a losing cause? 
For the conqueror coming home, if 
he is allowed to, South Vietnam will 
bear little resemblance to the land he 
left in 1954, and still less to the area 
known as Cochin China that Ho Chi 
Minh first set out to rule under the 
banner of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam in September 1945. 
The pressures of 30 years of war, of a 
long French and then a massive 
American military presence, of vast 
refugee movements, of ceaseless 
defoliation operations and free strike 
zones have profoundly altered Viet­ 
namese village life and disrupted the 
network of family ties that were the 
bulwark of Vietnamese society. 
In three decades, the leadership role 
has passed from revered mandarin to 
French functionnaire to American 
counterpart and now to local party 
chairman, but in the same time the 
fabric of society has lost its handwoven 
Oriental primitiveness and taken on a 
machined Western weave. 
The rural society of peasant rice 
farmers and fishermen that the Viet 
Cong set out to infiltrate at hamlet 
level, often with great success, has 
become more and more an urban 
society, fled from the insecurity of the 
countryside, from the bombings and 
the guerrilla attacks, to the safety and 
squalor of refugee shanty towns and 
flimsy huts along canal banks «and in 
churchyards and vacant lots. 
French rubber, tea and pepper 
plantations, and the building of the 
railroad to Shanghai, first lured the 
peasant from his paddy. By the time 
the Americans took 
up Kipling’s 
“ white man’s burden: the savage wars 
of peace,” more than 100,000 went to 
work for the big construction con­ 
sortium building the airfields, bowling 
alleys and fire bases, and created 
almost overnight a now largely 
unemployed middle class of truck 
drivers, 
bulldozer 
operators, 
helicopter mechanics and computer 
jockeys, and a resentful lower class of 
barracks room momma sans, messhall 
waitresses and PX clerks expert in the 
wiles of the black market. 
The last American-built helicopter 
flying the last mission over South 
Vietnam could chart the social 
changes that have altered the country 
in the past three decades in an af­ 
ternoon of contour flying at tree-top 
level. 
The red-tiled hospitals and plan­ 
tation buildings are reminders of 80 
years of French rule; so are the 
Romanesque church steeples, the 
busted up railroad tracks, the falling 
down cement forts, the turquoise 
swimming pool at the Cered Sportif, 
the oval of the long-abandoned race 
track and the long, straight canals 
through the lush countryside, although 
the motorized sampans putting along 
them are pushed by American out­ 


boards 
The shiny tin roofs in almost every 
village are America’s contribution to 
the skyline So are the high-rise hotels 
in Saigon — or at least the biggest ones 
— the forest of TV antennae almost 
everywhere, the yellow smog clouds 
raised by the endless motorbike 
traffic, the soup-dish telephone an­ 
tennae, most of the jet airfields that 
suddenly slash open the jungle, what’s 
left of the abandoned military camps 
and the wide concrete bridge spans 
that for a brief time extended all the 


way across a river or stream. 
The moss green, weathered old 
pagodas and the lichen-covered tombs 
along the wayside belong to an older, 
irrelevant 
Vietnam 
of 
sleeping 
mandarins. 


The dark purple mountains, the 
mangrove swamps, the villages tucked 
away in the forests and hugging the 
delta river banks belong, as they 
always have, to the tireless insurgents. 
The bomb and shell craters in be­ 
tween, dappling the landscape like a

After dropping 100-95 and 117-92 
decisions to the Bullets in the first two 
games of the best-of-seven Eastern 
Conference final, the Celtics were 
being written off by many observers.

If Rondinello was feeling low, the 
Derby did little to cheer him up 
although Little Current ran well, 
closing with a rush to finish fifth. 
The winner was Cannonade, the 
supposedly weaker half of a Woody 
Stephens trained entry.

Prince Thou Art was considered the 
stronger half of Rondinello’s entry 
today. The son of Hail to Reason has 
won only three of ll career starts, but 
one of the victories was a big one.
